The Rev. Mr. Joun Hentey was born at Melton Mow-. 


bray in the County of Leicefter, Aug. 3, 1692. His Fa- 
ther, the reverend Mr. Simon Henvey 1s, and his Grand- 
father, by his Mother's fide (Jonn Dower, M.A) was, 
Vicar of that Parifh. — The Clergy were then more ttudi- 
ous and learned in general than has fince been obferv’d. —. 
His Grandfather, by his Father’s fide, Joun Henvey, 
M.A. was likewife a Clergymar, Reétor of Salmonby, 
and Thetford in Lincolnfhire. He was educated among 
the Diffenters, and conform’d at the Reftoration. p. 

Mr. J. Hentey was bred up firit in the Free fchool of 
Melton, under Mr. Darry, a dil'gent and expert Gram- 
marian. His paffion for learning, his defire of excelling 
others, and his unwearied attachment to ftudy, fhew'd 
themfelves in him very early, and have been the prin- 
ciples of his life. .---- From that fchool he was remov’d 


to that of Okeham in Rutland, where under Mr. Waicur, 


emixent for bis command of the Greek and Hebrew tongues, 
he ftillimprov’d. There he was led by his Genius to. cul- 
tivate the graces of Englifh and Latin Poetry. ‘The Ear! 
of Nottingham often declared his approbation of his ju 
Venile performances. ‘There never was occafion to make 
ufe ot feverity, or impofe any task upon him: Sis maxim 
and rejolutisn was always to be the firft of his clais, and 
Captain of the {chool. He likewife made feveral exercifes 
in the Hebrew tongue. p. 3. 

He was hence tranflated about the age of 17 to S. John’s 
College in Cambridge ; wre on his examination by Dr, 
Gower, then Matter, Dr. Lampert, Dr. Epmunbson 
and others, he was particulariy approv’d. ——-——- He 

egan here to be uneafy,---and was impatient, that fyftems 
of all forts were put into his hands, and that he tncurr’d 


the dager of lofing his interelt, as well as incurrirg the 
tcandal of Efeterodoxy, if (as his Genius led him) he free- 
ly difputed all Propofitions, &c. He was always impatient 
under thele fetters of the free-born mind, and privately re- 
folved fome time, or other, to enter his proteft againft any 
perfons being bred like a flive, who is born an Englith- 
Man. —-— Here he obferv’d likewile, that the {pace of 
four years was employ’d, on the forming of fuch qualif- 
Cations, as might be mafter’d to more perfection in a tourth 
Part of the time. He paft his exerciles here, and his 
examination for the Degree of Bitchelor of Arts, with the 
Particular approbation of Mr. Fietp, Mr. Smares, and 
the Mafter of the College. - He likewiie tound it 
a great detest, that tho’ he was brevght up for a Clergy- 
man, he was not in{tructed to preach, or pray, or read 
Prayers, or ipeak, or catechife, or confer, or reiolve a cafe 
Of coricience, or underftand the Scriptures, or form any 
Datural and clear idea of the Chrithian Religion. p.4. He 
determined therefore fometime to’ lay a foundation 
Temoving {uch a complaint, that men may be educated 
for their proper bufinefs, and not be under the grearett 
difadvantiges in that ftation, where they ought to be the 
mot excellent 





After he had are Bitchelor of Arts, he was firft 
defir’d by the ['ruitees of the School in Melton to afft 
tn, and then to tke the direétion of that Schouls whica 
he eucreaied and riiied from a declining to a flourifhing 
candition.

In the beginning of this Interva/, he wrote his Poem 
on Estugr, Which was approv’d by the Town, and well 
receiv’d. p. 7. 

He was ordain’d a Deacon by Dr. Waxe, then Bifhop 
of Lincoln ; and after having taken his Degree of Matter 
of Arts, was admitted to Prieft’s Orders by Dr. Giason 
his fucceffor in that See. The Examination for Orders was 
very fhort and fuperficial, and by his account of the Qua- 
fications it is mot recefary to conform to the Chriftian Re- 
ligion, im order to the Deaconthip or Prietthood ; but to 
fuoicribe (whether you have ttudy'’d the matter, or believe 
it, arne) to the fyitem of the Church. p. tt. 

He forim’d an early refolution to improve himéelf in all 
the advantages of books and converfation the moit effectu- 
ally, on the firft opportunity, at London. But he laid the 
bafis of future pr ficiency in affifting at the Curacy of his 
nitive Town ; were he preach’d many occafional fermons, 
particularly one at the Aifizes at Leicetter. He. then gave 
a voluntary warniog for the choice of a new Mafter and 
Curate, and caue t> Town recommended by above 30 
lecters from the molt confiderable men in the County, both 
of the Cle:gy and Laity, but againit the inclination of his 
neighbour., axzd bis yebool, which was now as from his 
firit entrance upon it, itill advancing: and his method be- 
ing eitablifhed and approved, one of his own {cholars was 
appointed te fucceed him. 

In Town he puol:fh’d feveral Pieces, as a Tranflation 
of PLiny’. Epi/?/es, of teveral Works of Ans & VERTOT, of 
Mont raucon’s Ita/iat Tra els i Folio, and many other 
Lucubrations - His mo't generous atron was the Earv of 
MaccLesrigLtp, who gave him 1 Bencfi-e in the Country, 
the value of whien to a Refilent would have been above 
Sol. a year: he had like .ne a*“Le@ure in the City; and 
preach'd store Charite-Sermos about Town, was more nu- 
meroufly follo:ved, and raijed more for the poor Children, 
than a yothe Preacher, however dignify’d or dillinguifh’d. 
This popularity, with his enterprizing Spirit, and introdu- 
cing regular action into the pulpit, were the true caufes, 
why tome obltru¢ted his rifing in Town, from envy, jea- 
loufy, and » difrelith of thofe who are not qualify’d to be 
compleat Spaniels. p.12 For there was no objeéton to 
his being told into a Country Benefice by the way of the 
fea, as far as Gililee of the Gennless (like a Pendulum 
{winging oe way as tar as the other) ‘T'wo prefent Con- 
vocation men, Nir. Ennis and Mr. Barnarpb, with Dr. 
Pearce Vic r of S. Martiss, ig’d his Credentials. He was 
employ’d as an Affiitant Preacher by Dr. BurscouGH. wow 
aBifhop, by many who ace ot the firlt rank in the Churchg 
and the late celebrated L. Motrsworru prefented him 
with a Scarf, as hisCh-pliin. But when he prefs’d Ais de-
